Really Chief Predicts Boom in 
House Repairs, Improvement

Indications we that more Tor­ 
rance Lornlta resident* may be 
planning to repair «r improve 
their homes this sprinf? than in 
any year in recent history, Ken­ 
neth Miller, president of the Tor­ 
rance Lomita Board of Realtors, 
reported today.

He added that- if such work is 
he i nig planned in preparation for 
the possible sale of the home, 
owners will benefit from a dis- 
cu«*ion of their plans with the 
realtor of their choice.

Miller maid that his belief in a 
bcxmi period of home moderniza­ 
tion and maintenance Is based 
on the observations of the real­ 
tors who are members of the 
Torrance Lomita Board, and on 
a survey report issued by the 
Federal Reserve System.

The FRS Survey of the spend­ 
ing plants of consumers, just re-
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Indicated that 24.6 per 
cent, of the nation's nonfann 
families intend to sj>end $50 or 
more (in improvement* or re- 
pairs to their homes during IHoSl. 
This is the highest percentage 
of those indicating such plans 
since early 1953.

"While the FRS study was 
national in scope without partic­ 
ular reference to any community. 
Wiere Is no reason to l>elieve that 
Torrance-Lomita differs from 
the nation with resi>ect to t.ho 
spending plans of Its residents," 
Miller i>ointed out.

Recalling that the real estate 
brokers who have been admitted 
to membership in the Torrance 
Lomita Real Estate Board and 
thus have the right to the real­ 
tor designations »ire t.ho leaders 
of the profession, Miller Mid thai 
he and his associates a i . 
equipped to offer two kinds «x 
advice to persons contemplating 
home Improvement as an aid to 
the sale of their property.

"We cnn be helpful to such 
people in suggesting what they 
should ami ought not U> do in 
the way of home Improvement 
if their primary reason* for 
maklrxg wich plan* is to put 
their homes in a more market­ 
able conddtion," be »aid. "In the 
course of the thousand* of home

sales they have negotiated, real­ 
tors have gained clear Ideas of 
the types of improvements that 
help to sell homes, and those that 
hurt chances for sale at a price 
reflecting the owners' Invest­ 
ments in them.

"For example, we know that 
first impressions gathered by a 
prospective buyer are often last­ 
ing one," Miller said. 'The 
first thing that an average sales 
prwpeet notes about a home is 
the condition of the grounds.
